THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 7, 1918. 
The Speaker took the Chair:at 3 o’clock. 


This being the First Day of the First Session of the Fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the De- 
spatch of Business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour 
Robert George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, dated the fourth 
day of January, 1918, the Clerk of the House read the Pro- 
clamation as follows:

“TO OUR FAITHFUL, the MEMBERS elected to serve in the 
Legislative Assembly of Our Province of Alberta and to 
every of you, GREETING: 


“WHEREAS it is expedient for certain causes and considera- 

tions to convene the Legislative Assembly of Our Province 
of Alberta, WE DO WILL that you and each of you and all 
others in this behalf interested, on THURSDAY, the SEVENTH 
day of FEBRUARY NOW NEXT, at Our City of Edmonton, 
personally be and appear for the DESPATCH OF BUSINESS, 
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to treat, act, do and conclude upon those things which in the 
Legislature of Our Province of Alberta by the Common Council 
of Our said Province may, by the favour of God, be ordained. 
“HEREIN fail not. 
“Tn TESTIMONY WHEREOF, We have caused these Our 
Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal of Our Province 
of Alberta to be hereunto affixed. 


“WITNESS: Our Trusty and Well Beloved His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor of Our Province of 
Alberta, at Our Government House, in Our City of Ed- 
monton, in Our said Province, this FOURTH day of 
JANUARY, in the year of Our Lord, One Thousand Nine 
Hundred and Eighteen, and in the Highth year of Our 
Reign.

The Members having been duly sworn by His Honour 
the Lieutenant Governor, and having subscribed to the Roll 
containing the Oath on this date, took their seats, all being 
present excepting Messieurs R. E. Campbell, G. E. LeRoy 
Hudson, Nelson Spencer and Dr. J. S. Stewart. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 

““T am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of 
the summoning of the present Legislature of this Province until 
a Speaker of this House shall have been chosen according to 
law; but to-day at the hour of 3.30 o’clock His Honour will 

declare the causes of the calling of this Legislature.” 


The Premier, the Honourable Charles Stewart, addressing 
the Clerk, nominated Charles Wellington Fisher, Esquire, 
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Member for the Electoral Division of Cochrane, to take the 
Chair of this House as Speaker, seconded by the Provincial 
Treasurer, the Honourable C. R. Mitchell. 

The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being 
proposed the Clerk of ‘the House then declared that Charles 
Wellington Fisher is appointed Speaker of this Legislative 
Assembly. 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the House robed, - 
accompanied by his mover and seconder, and, standing on the 
upper step of the dias, thanked the House for the Honour con- 
ferred upon him in the following speech: 

‘“TLapins AND GENTLEMEN, Members of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

“T feel very deeply the honour which the Members of the 
Legislature have conferred upon me to-day, in electing me for 
the fourth time by unanimous choice to act as Speaker in this 
Assembly. 

“The long period of time during which I have occupied 
the Speakership and the extensive and varied experience which 
I have gained, as your Presiding Officer, enable me to say with 
some assurance that it will be my great endeavour to exercise 
the powers, privileges and rights of the Chair to the utmost 
of my abilities, at the same time to respect and hold in high 
regard all the liberties, privileges and rights of the Members 
of the House. 

“In the fullest confidence that in my endeavours to uphold 
the traditions, usages and dignities of the Chair and of this House 
and to enforce the Rules of the House impartially and fearlessly 
I shall be loyally supported by all the members, I again take 
the Chair with a due sense of the dignity attaching to it and beg 
to express my warmest thanks for the honourable position 
which you have appointed me to fill.” 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour returned to the House and took his seat on the 
Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 

‘“‘May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the performance 
of those duties I should at any time fall into error I pray that 
the fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, whose 
servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable them 
to discharge their duty to their King and Country, hereby claim 
all their undoubted rights and privileges especially that they 
may have freedom of speech in their debates and access to 
your person at all reasonable times; and that their proceedings 
may receive from you the most favourable. construction.” 
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The Provincial Secretary then said: 

“Tam commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attach- 
ment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government 
and not doubting that their proceedings will be conducted with 
wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions 
will recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 

“T am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions 
and all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the 
Throne: ° 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 

“It gives me great pleasure to welcome you to this, the First 
Session of the Fourth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 

“During a time when the utmost production of foodstuffs 
is so urgently required, our thanks are due to a most Beneficent 
Providence for the harvest of 1917. We are now called upon 
to make even greater efforts in production for 1918 and the pros- 
pects at this time are most encouraging. 

‘‘In November last, Alberta had the honour of welcoming His 
Excellency the Duke of Devonshire, Governor General of Canada, 
for the first time since he assumed that high office. The deep 
interest evinced by him in the resources of our Province, and 
the welfare of our people, is a happy augury for the future. 

“T am particularly pleased on this occasion to be able to 
congratulate those of you who have safely returned from Active 
Service Overseas. The death of Lieutenant Joseph A. Stauffer, 
however, former Member for Didsbury, who made the “Supreme 
sacrifice” in his Country’s Cause, has occasioned deep and 
widespread regret. 

“The individual responsibility of every British subject 
in the conduct of the war is being brought home more and more 
as the war progresses. The appeals for increased production 
of foodstuffs, for lessened consumption of such foodstuffs as are 
essential to the proper maintenance of our soldiers in the field, 
and the various problems concerning the returned men, confront 
us each day in every walk of life. We must face these problems 
alike from a national, as well as from provincial and individual 
standpoints, and my Government feels that in facing the added 
duties and responsibilities due to the unlooked for prolongation 
of the war the administration of all public matters should be con- 
ducted as economically as possible. 'To this end a measure of 
Public Service Reform will be laid before you for consideration 
in order to effect, wherever possible, a better organization of 
the different departments of the Service, at a lower cost of 
administration. 
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‘Another measure, due to the unlooked for prolongation 
of the war, which you will be asked to consider, will provide for 
the raising of the amount necessary to meet the Provincial grant 
to the Canadian Patriotic Fund. My Government feels that 
this should not properly be a Provincial undertaking, but in view 
of the continuation by the Executive of the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund of the voluntary method of raising funds, it has been thought 
advisable to secure this money by such a system of taxation 
as will equitably distribute this duty among the people of the 
Province as a whole. 

‘A matter of vital importance to the present, as well as to 
the future welfare of this Province, is the question of public 
health. In a comparatively new country such as Alberta, where 
settlement is sparse, the great distances render the .question 
of organization difficult, and you will be asked to consider a 
measure tending towards the centralization of the responsibilities 
in connection with the health of the people of this Province, 
with a view to greater efficiency. 

‘A Commission appointed by my Government has been 
considering a measure of compensation for injured miners, and 
legislation based on the report of this Commission will be brought 
before you for attention. 

“Various Bills covering these matters, as well as other 
Public and Private Bills requiring attention, will be brought 
before you, and I commend them to your serious consideration. 

“My Government is firmly of the opinion that while the 
duty of caring for Returned Soldiers devolves upon the Dominion 
Government, real co-operation by the Province in connection 
with the return of these men to civilian life, would be ensured by 
the conserving of our capital until the end of the war, so that the 
Province may be in a_position to undertake various necessary 
public works, thus absorbing a proportion of the labour which 
will be available at that time. It is, therefore, the intention 
of my Government to undertake only such new work in connection 
with the ordinary activities of the various departments of the 
Public Service as is absolutely essential to the welfare of the Pro- 
vince, and then only with the most rigid economy. 

“The Public Accounts for the last fiseal year will be laid 
before you, as well as Estimates of the amounts required for 
expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due regard 
to economy and the requirements of the Public Service. 


“LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 

“T now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be Divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the Province.”’ 

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from 
the House. 


Ordered, That the Honourable Mr. Stewart have leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled ‘‘An Act respecting the Administration 
of Oaths of Office to Persons appointed as Justices of the Peace.” 
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Ordered, that the Bill be read a First time. 

The Bill was then read a First time. 

Ordered, That the Bill be read a Second time on Monday 
next. 


Mr. Speaker informed the House that in order to prevent 
mistakes, he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His Honour 
the Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the Table. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Stewart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Mitchell, 

Ordered, That the Speech of His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor to this House be taken into consideration on Friday 
(to-morrow). 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Stewart, seconded by 
the Honourable Mr. Mitchell, 

Ordered, That the Votes ‘and Proceedings of this House be 
printed, having first been perused by Mr. Speaker, and that 
he do appoint the printing thereof, and that no person but such 
as he shall appoint do presume to print the same. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Stewart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Mitchell, 

Ordered, That the Select Standing Committees of this House 
for the present Session be appointed for the following purposes:

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should be communicated to me by telegraph, not later than the 
eleventh of February. In case Federal Government should 
propose to bring any other subjects to the attention of the con- 
ference, the Provincial Governments will be informed thereof: by 
telegraph not later than the ninth instant.

‘I thank you for your liberality in this regard and, 
in discharging you from further attendance, would assure you 
of my good wishes for the health and welfare of you all.”

“Tt is His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s will and 
pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued, and 
this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”’
